Bund eekartcler ant. Olobfce advanced the opinion that no aaount of props* j , 
eanda would alter tne remits foreordained by the system but he stated 
that the ^t-itrai hepuulit. would raise no objections. In order that there 
would be no interference by police offir i^ds he authorized ua to deal 
directly with Ritter von Lex or Kinisterialdirektor Egidi in the Interior 
Ministry.

A oar nan engineer by name of Hermann H UPPER BA Ift IR , who far eight ye are had 
been working for the American UdcaJJatlon Forces, was recently dismissed 
for political unreliability by the Commanding Officer of the 51st Ordnance 
Group, APO 151, 05 Army. HUrPEHBALTER complained to his Congressman, 

Dr. Pfleiderer who in turn brought the matter to the attention of Dr. Qlobke 
Tor clarification wit the Americans. (Lt . Col. Leonard, the G-2 USARKUR 
liaison officer with this office, will be requested to make a thorough 
investigation of the case, and the results will then be communicated to 
Dr. Olobke.) 

3. Qlobke was Informed that thrilled Directors of Intelligence 
would discuss the new German Security Regulations ( Vers chlus • ache nan- 
welsung) st their .’larch aeeting and would request from the Ministry of 
Interior a statement concerning the adoption of these regulations by 
various ministries, the dates of entry into force and progress on their 
Implementation. It was pointed out that lack of adequate security was 
causing a block in EDO planning. Accessary planning data could not be 
provided, for example, to the Finance and Economic Ministries as long as 
they did not have a security system that was cleared to handle SPHERIC 
material, Olobke adnltted the validity of our pressure for action on the

security matter. He pointed out tl\et the now regulations wore already 
going Into effect but that the hui.deskansleramt could exert wort pres euro 
i i tnu discussions with the Interior ^iiuatry revealed delays on the pert 
o:' othar ministries. 

h. Re blocked Harks in the Bank Deutschor Laeoder for the fZ 
Bouse aocouiit , Olobko u. formed us that ho hed sent a letter to Herr Albrecht 
of the BDL informing him that the Bunds skan tier sat bad no objection* to 
the release of these funds in free narks. Qlobke could not direct Albrecht 
to release the funds, hut it had previously been established that such e 
letter would suffice t: back ut Albrecht In his wlllingnees to accede to 
our request. 

5. A question was put to ilobkc about the proper point of contact 
for discussion on „i.e CTj Osg-Buwo activltitL: in East, Germany . Ho 
stated that the Kaiser Ministry r:e:i the appropriate point, and suggested 
that we get in toich with Staatsse xctaer Thedieck. Asked if Otto Lent 
were back in the? picture, he stater that he definitely was. The Chancellor 
had agreed that Lens would play an important part in COO end government 
coalition propaganda activities, fhis V^d yet to be con termed by the 
Cabinet, but it would be discussed thcro on Kontlav* 22 March. filobke 
suggested that we renew sir contact with Lent. C- . J plans to see 
Thedieck and Lent next week.' 

6. The usual question w^s brought up about the status of legalisa- 
tion of ZIPPER. aiobki stated that things were proceeding very nicely. 
Finance Minister Schaeffer has agreed to include the necessary funds in 

the budget. The details of the budgot oust be worked out and. In partlcu- ' 
lar , the distribution of funds for somewhat siailar activities between 
ZIPPER, Interior (BfY) and Ant Blank. Schaeffer has, therefore, proposed 
the formation of a committee to include Bunde skan tier aart (Gunbel), 

Inferior (Schroeder) Defense (Blank) and Minister without Portfolio 
Prana Joseph Strauss. Adenauer agrees on the committee Idea but will 
not allow the inclusion of Strauss because Strauss Is not ax officio 
involved in this problem, and .he admission of one outside •ember would 
open the way to demands for yet other representation. Therefore, the 
committee will be United to Amt Blank, Interior, and Bundeskansleramt. 

Olobke stated that Integration would be under the Chancellor's office, 
and that Blank agreed wholeheartedly with this and did not want it under 
hie office. Globke stated t hat the chart ami explanation left by the DPI 
had been very v aluabl e . They proposed to follow this example in part_and 
establish some type of committee similar per nsas "tfl tUGZ 7hie wo olT allow 
interested agencies to have representation without necessarily getting in 
the business— for instance, the Foreign Office could make its viewpoints 
or requirement ■ known without establishing its own intelligence service.
